On November 30, 2017, the R/l viewed thirteen (13) body worn camera videos and six (6) in car 
camera videos produced in response to COPA's10/17/17 request for video related to Log Number 
1087123. 


Body Camera #1 (39 seconds) does not depict the incident itself but shows various officers 
walking away from the house following the entry. The complainant can be seen stating, "You take that 
badge off bro, me and you can do whatever." Officer Rice can be heard stating, "Is that a threat?" 


Body Camera #2 (4 minutes, 5 seconds) belongs to Officer Jeremy Rice and does depict the 
incident. Officer Rice knocks on the door several times and then steps inside the house. The door appears 
to be unlocked. There is no visu al or sound to suggest that the door is kicked in or damaged. A civilian, 
later identified appears in the front foyer and can be heard stating, "You kicked my door 

in. What you doin?" as Officer Rice enters. Office Rice's gun is drawn and he instructs^^^^^Jto get 
down on the ground.^^^^^ repeatedly yells "Why is y'all coming in my house like this?" One of the 
officers can be heard stating, "Where's the pistol?" states, "Ain't no pistol! My little brother 

and my cousins are upstairs. My mother iusyefMWhat is y'all doing in my house like this?" Officer Rice 
states, "A gunshot went off in this house'^^^^H tells the officers that he and his family members just 
got back to the house. He also informs the officers that the first floor apartment belongs to his mother 
and the second floor apartment belongs to his aunt. 

Officer Rice begins walking up the stairs to the second floor apartment around 2:08. You can hear 
state, "I'm not giving y'all permission to go in my house!" You can then hear Officer Rice state, 
"We don't need your permission." Officer Rice proceeds up the stairs and enters the second floor 
apartment through an open door. There are three men seated on a living room couch and Officer Rice 
states, "Everyone alright up here?" followed by "One of y'all shot off a gun up in here?" The men all shake 
their heads and Officer Rice states, "You sure?" He then instructs them all to stand up. They follow the 
instructions and life their arms. An additional officer comes into view and can be seen patting them down. 
Officer Rice then states, "No weapons in here? They say shots just came up out this house. One shot. You 
sure?" One of the civilia ns gives an inaudible reply. Officer Rice then turns and heads back down the stairs. 

I ^^^^^^ Bsaid "Kicking my motherfuckin' door in. I need all y'all names. Bro, you take that 
fucking oadg^^mc^ou and me can do whatever bro" Officer Rice states, "Is that a threat?" Officer Rice 
and Officer Hughes continue to walk to the car and the video ends. 


Body Camera #3 (3 minutes, 27 seconds) belongs to Officer Michael Hughes. Officer Hughes is 
walking around the front yard of the apartment when Officer Rice begins knocking on the front door. The 
video does not provide a view of the officers actually entering the apartment. When Officer Rice proceeds 
upstairs in the apartment, Officer Hughes remains downstairs in the front hallway. You can overhear 
another officer state that he sees blood on the ground in the front hallway. ^

In Car Camera #3 (5 minutes, 48 seconds) is from the vehicle of Officer Jeremy Rice and Officer 
Michael Hughes as they approach the location of the incident. The car pulls over the location of the 
incident around 2:04 and around 2:43 there is audio of Officer Rice knocking on the door of the house. 
The subsequent interactions inside the house cannot be clearly heard in this video. 

Body Worn Camera Videos #5 - #13 do not depict the incident. 

In Car Camera Videos #1, #2, #4-#6 do not depict the incident.

Uh, I 
have been assured by Investigator Trujillo and 
Investigator Miller, those are not operational. We do 
not consent to a video taped statement, but we do 
agree to the audio-taped statement. 

I also object to this statement, as Investigator 
Trujillo has indicated this, this matter was first 
came in on April, May 14, 2018, where Officer Munoz 
was a witness statement. Uh, this has now turned into 
an allegation, he's now accused. I make three 
objections. First objection I make, is based upon 2-7 
and 8-120 of the Chicago Municipal Code, which 
delineates the powers of COPA. 

And, it's specifically giving and under, uh, that 
section, paragraph, uh, G, they're directed to forward 
all complaints filed against members of the Police 
Department, other than those set forth in the 
delineated part B through F, uh, to the Police 
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Department's Bureau of Internal Affairs. I don't 
believe that COPA has the power to investigate, uh, 
infraction put forth in the allegations. Also I make 
an objection, pursuant to Chicago General Order S08- 
01-05.

"failure of an off-duty or on duty Department member 
to properly identify him or herself, as a member of 
the Chicago Police Department, upon request.

And then, if you look in the, uh, further read 
on, in the general order, you'll see that there is a 
penalty phase and they indicate the first 
transgression violation noted no disciplinary action, 
up to one day off. So, we object, based upon that. 

And lastly, we object, based upon general order, uh, 
body worn camera, legal body worn camera's General 
Order S03-14. 

Under, under that, uh, general order, it clearly 
states that the Department does not intend to utilize 
the body worn camera to discipline members to isolated 
minor Departmental rule infractions, consistent with 
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the Illinois Office Worn Body Camera Act, which can be 
find, found at 50 aisle CS706-10. And, also under the 
Disciplinary Procedures. So, I want all that to be on 
the record. Thank you.

Q Thank you. And for the record, can you 

please provide me with a physical description of 
yourself? 

A African-American, 5-11, 215 pounds. 

Q Thank you. What is your date of birth and 
current age?

Q What is your date of appointment to the 
Chicago Police Department 
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2 ^ 15 . 

Q And are you aware that you're an accused 
officer at this time? 

A Yes. 

Q Are you aware that the allegations against 

you are that on or about October 14th, 2017, near the 

approximately 7:00 p.m., you kicked inlUBHHHH 
door without justification? 

A Yes. 

Q Are you aware that the allegation against 

you, the second one, is that on or about October 14th, 
the of 

at approximately 7:00 p.m., you ordered 

to lie on the ground to be patted down 
for weapons without justification? 

A Yes. 

Q And that on the same date and location and 

time, you searched the home without a search warrant? 

A Yes. 

Q Thank you. Officer Rice, are you aware that 

this statement has the standing of an official 
Department report, and that any intentional 
falsification of any answer to any question would be in 
direct violation of Department rules and regulations 
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A Yes. 

Q Given that, I would like to remind you that 

failure to provide a complete and accurate statement, 
could result in a finding of a violation of Rule 14, 
which could result in disciplinary action, up to and 
including separation from the Chicago Police 
Department. Do you understand? 

A Yes . 

Q Are you represented by counsel of your 

choosing? 

A Yes. 

INVESTIGATOR TRUJILLO: And counsel, can you 
please identify yourself for the record, spelling your 
first and last name? 

Yes. 

on behalf of the officer. 

INVESTIGATOR TRUJILLO: Thank you. 

BY INVESTIGATOR TRUJILLO: 

Q Prior to this statement, were you provided 

with an opportunity to look over any Department reports 
relative to this incident? 

A Yes. 

Q And were you provided an opportunity to view 

your body-worn camera in this incident? 

A Yes 
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Q With that being the case, are you prepared to 
give a statement in conjunction with this investigation 
at this time? 

A Yes. I would like to preface this statement 
by stating that I am not giving this statement 
voluntarily, but under duress. I am only giving this 
statement at this time because I have been advised by 
the Chicago Police Department that if I do no } t give a 
statement, I could face disciplinary proceedings that 
could lead to termination of my employment. 

On advice of counsel, I want to object to the 
delay in this investigation. This incident occurred 
approximately nine months ago. This delay is 
prejudicial to my ability to clearly recall the details 
of this incident, so that I may defend myself and 
provide a clear recitation of the facts. 

Q Thank you, Officer Rice. What was your duty 
status on October 14th, 2017, at approximately 7:00 
p .m. ? 

A Patrol. 

Q Okay. What was your unit of assignment on 

that date? 

A Beat, on beat patrol. 

Q At that point, how long had you been assigned 

to your unit 
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A At that point? 

Q Correct, October 14th, 2017. 

A I was assigned to the District I would 

say like, at some point in August, 2017. 

Q Okay. And what were your specific duties to 
that unit? 

A Patrol, beat cop. 

Q How were you dressed on October 14th, 2017? 

A In full uniform. 

Q For the record, can you please describe for 
us what that means? 

A Navy blue pants, light blue shirt, Chicago 
Police Department badges. 

Q Okay. What about equipment, other than your 
uniform? 

A You mean like as far as Taser? 

Q Correct. 

A Oh, Taser, OC Spray, gun, baton, handcuffs, 

bat. 

Q Okay. And on that day, were you wearing a 
body-worn camera? 

A Yes. 

Q Was the vehicle that you were in equipped 

with in-car camera? 

A Yes 
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Q Were you in a marked or unmarked police 
vehicle? 

A Marked. 

Q On October 14th, 2017, were you working by 
yourself or with a partner? 

A With a partner. 

Q And who was your partner on that day? 

A Michael Hughe's. 

Q Do you know his star number? 

A I don't. 

Q Okay. And did you have a relationship with 
your partner external to work at that point? 

A No. 

Q Okay. Do you recall the incident that 
occurred on October 14th, 2017, at approximately 7:00? 

A Yes . 

Q Okay. Can you tell me about the incident? 

A We were not too far away. 

Q Okay. 

A A couple of blocks away. We heard a gunshot. 
Me, myself, I'm trying to figure out which direction 
that gunshot come from. 

Q Okay. 

A We then get a call from the dispatcher, 

stating that a shot had went off inside that specific 
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location. I was the first car on the scene. 

Q Okay. 

A I then observed, as we were hitting that 

corner, I observed a male run into the home. 

I parked the car, get out of the car, got my 
flashlight out. Pretty much, knocking on the door. I 
knocked on the door. After a few attempts to knock on 
the door, nobody answered the door. After a while — 
after reading over the Summary Reports, the reports 
that you've got the summary says I lightly kicked the 
door. 

Q Okay. 

A The door was opened. Due to the nature of 

the call, I stated that a shot went off inside that 
home. Me, observing somebody running into that home, I 
felt that it gave me probable cause and extended (sic) 
circumstances to enter that home. 

Then a male started coming down the stairs 
yelling, belligerent. Due to the nature of that call, 

I don't know who he is, I can't see him at this point, 
and I can't see his hands. In order to secure the 
scene and officer safety, we gave verbal commands, "Let 
us see your hands. Get down on the ground." 

I heard my partner, he was asking the question, 
"Was there blood on the floor?" At this moment, I had 
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reasonable belief that maybe somebody had been hurt. 

As a police officer, my job is to render aid to those 
in need of help, so I decided to conduct a well-being 
check. 

I asked that guy how many people was upstairs, he 
said, "A few people." I then went upstairs. I believe 
that my actions pretty much served the purpose that I 
was conducting a well-being check. 

I saw several men upstairs. I asked them, was 
everybody okay? They gave me a head nod, some of them 
told me, "Yes." I didn't touch anybody, I didn't 
manipulate any furniture. 

I left the residence. I then exited the residence 
and maybe after we left that residence, the guy was 
still hostile, he was all berate. He made a few 
threatening verbally aggressive — made a few 
threatening remarks to me, so. I didn't really want to 
escalate that, so I didn't really bother to get his 
information or his name to conduct an ISR. 

We left the scene. We (inaudible 0:08:20) called 
it. We had gotten into a quick traffic stop on our way 
heading back to the station. That's when I got a call 
from a Sergeant Benton (phonetic), and I pretty much 
told her verbally what happened, over the phone. 

Around that time, I was hoping that they had beat 
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me to the station. 

Q Okay. I'm just going to ask a couple 
questions -- a few more questions so we can be more 
detailed. 

When you say that you were not too far away, how 
long do you think it took you to get to that residence? 

A Probably less than a minute. 

Q Okay. And did you say that you did receive a 
call for OEMC, or you did not receive a call? 

A We received a call. 

Q Okay. Do you remember what OEMC told you 
during their call? 

A They stated that -- from my knowledge, that a 
round went off inside the house. 

Q Okay. And that's inside of the house? 

A Inside the house. 

Q Okay. And when you arrived on scene, you 
said that you were the first car on scene. 

A Yes. 

Q Were there any other cars that arrived after? 

A From the video, there was a car behind me. 

Q Okay. Did you have — or, did you or your 
partner have any contact with those officers? 

A Not verbally. I think that we all were 
responding to that call. So I don't think that we had 
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any communication with them. 

Q Okay. 

A I think that they were pretty much responding 

just like we were. 

Q So on scene, just to be clear, there was no 
communication on, "I'll do this," or "you'll do that"? 

A No. 

Q Okay. 

A We don't — beat, like — that's a whole -- 
another unit. We're like beat cops, so we don't even 
interact with them. 

Q Okay. And once you arrive on that scene — 
specifically, what at 

A What's located? 

Q Yes. What is there? 

A Homes, residences. 

Q Can you describe that home for me? 

A From the video, it looks like a white home. 

Q Okay. One floor, two floors? 

A Two floors. 

Q Okay. And once you're there, what 

investigative steps did you take regarding the call of 
the shots fired before, prior to entering the home? 

A Well, I could see that my partner was 
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canvassing the area for any type of evidence that may 
be a round or some live rounds on the ground. Me, 
myself, like I said, I had reason to believe that 
somebody was hurt, so I went to knock on the door to 
see if we could get a response or anything like that. 

Q Okay. 

A So. 

Q How long do you think it took from the point 
that you arrived on scene to the point that you went to 
the front door? 

A Some -- a few seconds. 

Q It was immediate then, after? 

A Yeah, immediate. 

Q Okay. And you said that you knocked on the 

door? 

A Yes. 

Q How long did you wait after you knocked on 
the door for someone to respond? 

A My knocks were consistent. 

Q Okay. 

A I don ! t even think I ever stopped knocking. 

My knocks were consistent and like I said, nobody never 
answered the door. Basically when you see what you 
see, that person is pretty much heading down the 
stairs, from the video 
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Q Okay. 

A So I would never say that nobody ever 
addressed that door like, "Oh, we're coming," or 
anything, from my knowledge. 

Q Okay. And how is it — tell me specifically, 
how is it that you made entry into the residence? 

A Basically — when I turned around, basically, 

if you could see the video, you could see that my 
camera faces the street. 

Q Okay. 

A So, I kind of — my heel, the bottom of my 
heel was like a light kick, then my heel just tapped 
the door. The door was already shaky and kind of 
raggedy, so, it was like a light tap. 

Q Okay. Where, on the door, did you lightly 
tap it? 

A The bottom of the door. 

Q On the bottom of the door. 

A The very bottom. Like, the part where you 
hit your front toe if you was just walking in there. 

Q Okay. And the door immediately opened? 

A Yeah, it just bounced open. 

Q Okay. And once you're inside — when the 
door opened, where are you at that point? 

A Probably in the center of the door 
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Q Okay. And then you said that someone was 
coming down? 

A Yeah, he was coming down. 

Q Okay. Do you remember this person? 

A It looks like the person that had ran in the 
house from the video. 

Q Okay. From your recollection, can you 
describe this person? 

A I can't, it was like nine months ago. But 
looking at the video — 

Q Gender, race, do you recall? 

) 

\ 

A Oh, of course. African-American. 

Q Male or female? 

A Yeah, male. 

Q And what, if anything, did you say to him? 

A When he came downstairs? 

Q Correct. 

A I believe I asked to see his hands and I 

asked him to get on the ground. 

Q Okay. Did you make any inquiry about, was 

there shots fired here, immediately when you came into 
contact with him? 

A We told him, somebody told him. And I heard 
myself several times telling him that a shot went off 
in the house. But at that moment, it 1 s more about 
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securing the scene and securing us as people, too. 

Q Okay. So to be clear, for the record, did 
you let him know why you were on the scene first, or 
did you ask him to see his hands first? 

A After we secured the scene and noticed that 
he didn't have any weapons, we told him why we were 
there. 

Q Okay. At any point, did you or did your 
partner, pat down the gentleman that was there, 




A I don't think I patted him down, but I’m sure 
somebody did, from the video. 

Q Okay. Did you order him to the ground? 

A Yes, I asked him to get on the ground. 

Q Okay. And how is it that you asked him to 
get on the ground? 

A From the video, I think I said, "Get down." 

Q Okay. And then after you have this 

interaction with what happened? 

A He got on the ground. 

Q Okay. 

A We told him why we were there. My partner 
said that he observed something that appeared to be — 
that looked like a bloody substance. 

Q Did you, yourself, see the substance 
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A No, I was actually watching the upstairs, 
making sure that nobody else had came down and kind of 
ambushed us from the hallway. 

Q Okay. From your interaction with 
there on the foyer, did you ask him for permission to 
enter the second unit residence? 

A At that moment, like I told you, I believed 
that there was extended circumstances, so at that 
point, I don't think I neededpermission to 
check his home. 

Q Okay. And to be clear, did you have a search 
warrant for the second unit or any part of the 
residence? 

A Once again, I don't think I would have needed 
a search warrant for an extended circumstance. 

Q Okay. And how is it that you got to the 
second residence? How is it that you entered? 

A I walked. 

Q Where did you walk? 

A Upstairs. 

Q Okay. Did you partner follow? 

A Based off the video, he did. 

Q Okay. And once you're up on the residence, 
how many people were there, if any? 

A Now I watched the video, three 
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Q Okay. Did you search the residence? 

A You watch the video, you didn't see me search 
anything, so, I didn't search anything. 

Q Okay. Did you search the people that were 
there? 

A I didn't touch anybody. It's on the video. 

Q Did you observe your partner, Officer Hughes, 
search the residence? 

A I was too busy focused on watching that 
scene, looking for bullet holes or any other blood 
substance that my partner called out in the beginning. 

Q Okay. Did you, at any point, observe your 
partner, Officer Hughes, search any of the people that 
were at the residence? 

A I was busy clearing — I was securing the 
scene — watching what I was doing and watching them, 
making sure nobody making movements. 

Q Okay. And did you find anything in the 
residence relative to the call? 

A I didn't search the house to find anything. 

Q Okay. And after your interaction with the 

people upstairs, what happened? 

A I left. 

Q How did you leave? 

A I walked out 
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Q Did you or your partner walk out first? 

A I walked out first. 

Q Okay. And during your — you and your 

partner being upstairs, what happened with 

A I couldn't tell you, I was upstairs. 

Q Okay. come up to the 

residence? From what you know, where 

A It would have been on my video. I mean, once 
again, I don't — I was upstairs. 

Q Okay. 

A I couldn't tell you. 

Q Okay. 

INVESTIGATOR MILLER: Can we get maybe a 
clarification one time, like, when did^^^^^^^^J do 
what? 

INVESTIGATOR TRUJILLO: Correct, I'm sorry. 

BY INVESTIGATOR TRUJILLO: 

Q When you and your partner came down at the 
stairs — 

A Uh-huh. 

Q -- where was^^^^^^^J at that point? 

A I'm assuming he was downstairs. 

Q You did not downstairs when you 

came down — 

A He was downstairs when I came downstairs 
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Q Okay. At any point, was upstairs? 

A Not with me, no. 

Q Okay. All right. And you said that you 
wanted to check the second floor. You thought that 
there was extenuating circumstances based on the call 
to see if anyone was injured or if there was any 
evidence that could be collected from that call, 
correct? 

A An extended circumstances gives you, the 
officer, reason to, if someone believes that they would 
have to force entry into a home. So due to a nature of 
a call, if you believe that somebody was hurt inside a 
home, which the call pretty much gave us probable cause 
to basically force into, if we wanted to. If someone 
is hurt, if somebody was dead inside that home -- 

Q Okay. 

A -- and we failed to render aid to them, then 

it's still kind of like a -- it 1 s like a win/lose 
situation. 

Q Okay. 

A So, with the blood, with the observations, 

with the nature of the call, someone running into that 
home, and with an officer calling out blood, I had 
reason to believe that somebody could have potentially 

been hurt in that home 
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Like I said before, my actions indicate that I did 
not go in the house with intent to search, because I 
didn't search anything. I went into a home, I checked 
the common area, I saw a group of men, and I asked and 
told them why we were there. I asked, "Was anybody 
hurt here?" Everybody said they were okay. So at that 
point, I did my job to render aid to make sure that no 
one was hurt. 

Due to my experience in the District, we get 

calls like that, shots fired calls, we always canvass 
the area. If there was a shot fired outside that home, 
we are going to canvass that area. Nine times out of 
ten, there's somebody either hurt or shot, or there's 
rounds, or there's something that somebody may be hurt, 
so we canvass those area where shots may have 
potentially went off. 

Q Okay. And you said that there was a first 
floor — a first unit to that building. 

A Yes . 

Q Why didn't you or your partner -- or did you 

inquire into that first unit? 

A I asked about their unit, but as I said 

before, we saw -- I saw -- I saw a male run into that 
home . 

Q Okay 
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A That I believed matched that description of a 
man that was coming down the stairs. 

Q Okay. 

A And that door, as I said — that door was 
wide open for the second floor as well. 

Q Okay. In the video, ^^^^^^^|tells you and 
your partner that his mother lives on the first floor 
and his aunt lives on the second floor. 

A Correct. 

Q Would that lead a reasonable officer to 

believe that he had access to both floors? 

A I mean, I wouldn't necessarily know, because 

If I may, just for clarification, he 
came from his aunt's house, I believe he says in the 
video. His mom lives on the first floor and he said he 
lived on the second floor. 

INVESTIGATOR TRUJILLO: Okay. Do you want to 
re-watch the video? 

OFFICER RICE: Sure. 

INVESTIGATOR TRUJILLO: We can. 

We're going to pause the recording, and the time 
is now 4:30. 

(Statement was paused.) 
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STATEMENT OF OFFICER JEREMY RICE (Part 2 of 2) 
CONDUCTED BY INVESTIGATOR SANDRA TRUJILLO 
on 17 May 2018 at 4:32 p.m. 
at the offices of the 
Civilian Office of Police Accountability 
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INVESTIGATOR TRUJILLO: We are back on the 
record. The time is now 4:32. 

BY INVESTIGATOR TRUJILLO: 

Q So Officer Rice, we re-watched the video, and 
can you tell me, what does^^^^^^^J say, who lives on 
the first floor? 

A He says that his mother lives on the first 
floor. 

Q Okay. And who lived on the floor? 

A Himself. 

Q Okay. And being that the case, would that 
lead a reasonable officer to conclude that 
had access to both floors? 

A Watching the video, there was a dog in that 

location, in the first floor, so — and he was coming 
from that second floor. And he also stated there were 
additional people on the floor. 

Q Okay. And you previously told us that you 
believed you had exigent circumstances to enter the 
second floor to see if there was anyone injured. Why 
didn't you make any inquiry to that ^^^^-floor 
apartment to see if there was anyone injured? 

A There was an aggressive dog in that first 
floor. 

Q Okay. What is the protocol, if you do 
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believe that there is someone injured and there is a 
dog there, what would you do? 

A With an aggressive dog like that? 

Q Correct. 

A How do you think about it, you know? 

Q No, from the police department. So if I -- 
if you believed someone is injured, but there is a dog. 

A If the dog is aggressive like that dog? 

Q Correct. 

A The dog's probably going to get put down. 

Q Okay. So did you believe that at that point, 
there might have been someone injured on that first 
floor? 

A Like I said, he was coming from the upstairs, 
the same person that matched the description as the 
person that ran as we were approaching that scene. 

Q Okay. So you didn't feel that you needed to 
make an inquiry into the first unit? 

A No. 

Q Okay. At any point, did you giv 

your name or star number? 

A No. 

Q Okay. And why not? 

A was very aggressive. He had 

threatened me. If I would have approached him, for 
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either his name or giving him my name, it probably 
would have escalated. 

Q Okay. And did you fill out any paperwork in 
this incident? 

A No. 

Q Why not? 

A From my knowledge, there is no paperwork to 
be done for an incident like that, off the back, that I 
know. So we code those jobs and at some point I did 
make contact with Sergeant Fenton, and we discussed it. 

Q And when you mean that you "Code those jobs," 
what do you mean by that? 

A A code is basically I guess like a 
description of how that job ended. 

Q Okay. 

INVESTIGATOR TRUJILLO: Investigator Miller, do 
you have any questions at this time? 

INVESTIGATOR MILLER: Yeah, I have some follow-up 
and I know we might be asking some redundant questions 
after just watching the body-cam, but we just have to 
ask it for the record. 

BY INVESTIGATOR MILLER: 

Q So you said you were knocking constantly. Do 
you remember how long, off the top of your head? 

A I couldn't tell you 
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Q That's okay. Do you recall if you announced 
your office or "Chicago Police" before kicking in the 
door? 

A I'm not sure. 

Q Okay. So you said you talked to a Sergeant 
Fenton, is it? 

A Yeah. 

Q And what did you tell him about this? 

A I told him the nature of the call, why we 
were there. I told him that I lightly kicked the door. 

Q Gotcha. And do you recall what Sergeant 
Fenton responded with? 

A He just said that a complaint was going to be 
issued and -- 

Q What kind of complaint did he mean? 

A He didn't really get into description. He 
said that he had to pull the CRR number and I 
understood what he had to do, that's his position. 

Q Okay. Against you, you mean, that CRR? 

A Yes. 

Q Oh, okay. Gotcha. And when did you talk to 
Sergeant Fenton, if you recall? 

A Maybe like — maybe five minutes afterwards. 

Q Okay. So you explained "coded", and just — 

who do you talk to about that over the radio? Is that

OEMC, just for the record? 

A The code? 

Q Yeah, when you asked for something -- 

A The code can actually be done over the PDT, 
you don't have to talk to anyone about it. Just type 
in the alphabets and numbers. 

Q Okay. Gotcha. And is that CPD policy? Is 
that normal to have basically entering a home to just 
code it out, if the investigation doesn't reveal 
anything? 

A Yes. As far as I'm concerned, there's no 
specific document that an officer would fill out. 

Q Okay. So not like an ISR or a Stop Proceed, 

or — 

A An ISR would be done on an individual. 

Q Okay. Gotcha. But not entering a home? 

A No. 

Q Okay. I know you said you didn't search the 
home, but did you describe it as a well-being check? 

A Yes. 

Q Okay. And why were you conducting a 
well-being check? 

A Due to the nature of the call. 

Q Which was? 

A A round that was fired inside the residence 
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Q Okay. And you believed that someone could 
have been injured in the home? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you know, is it CPD policy if someone does 
ask you for your name and star, do you have to give 
them that, do you know? 

A Yeah, you should give it to them. You're 
supposed to give it to them. But like I said -- 

Q You should or have to? 

A You have to. 

Q Okay. 

A But like I said, he was very aggressive and 

that situation would likely have escalated. 

Q Okay. So to deescalate this situation, you 

thought it would be -- 

A Yes. 

Q Gotcha. 

INVESTIGATOR MILLER: All right, Investigator 
Trujillo? 

BY INVESTIGATOR TRUJILLO: 

Q Officer Rice, at any point on the date of the 
incident, did you inform anyone above your rank about 
your entry into this home? 

A Me and Sergeant Fenton spoke on the phone. 

Q Okay. Did Sergeant Fenton call you, or did 
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you call Sergeant Fenton to inform him of this entry? 

A I'm not sure who called who. At the middle 
of it all, I was on a traffic stop. We had just 
recovered like 1200 Ecstasy pills, so I was in the 
middle of things. 

Q Okay. 

BY INVESTIGATOR MILLER: 

Q And then just to follow up -- so in your 
memory, you don't recall if you ever completed 
documentation for this event, for this incident? 

A There is no documentation report, as far as 
my knowledge go. I have never seen a document that you 
would fill out. 

Q And then to go off that, you don't know if 
your partner at the time. Police Officer Hughes, if he 
ever filled out a form for this? 

A Yeah, I think the document that was filled 
out is the document that got me sitting in front of you 
today. 

Q So the Initiation Report? 

A Yeah. 

Q Okay. 

A That's the document. 

INVESTIGATOR MILLER: That's all I got. 

BY INVESTIGATOR TRUJILLO 
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Q And you said that there would be no 
documentation for the entry into the home. What about 
for your contact with^^^^^^^J, would you fill out any 
documents ? 

A We would have done an ISR on but 

as I stated before, ^^^^^^^^|was very aggressive and 
he was threatening me. I feel that he probably would 
have attempted to battle me, so I de-escalated because 
I didn't pursue to ask him and of his information. 

Q And what about the individuals that were on 
the floor? 

A An ISR is only done when you physically put 
your hands on someone. I didn't touch those guys. 

Q Okay. 

BY INVESTIGATOR MILLER: 

Q So do you know if Officer Hughes did? 

A I wouldn't know, I was securing the scene. 

Q Okay. But you're saying you have to do an 

ISR basically if you cross that threshold of making 
physical contact with somebody, as a pat-down or — 

A Yeah, an ISR should be done if you touch 
somebody. 

Q Okay. 

BY INVESTIGATOR TRUJILLO: 

Q Okay. And when you said that, "It should be

EXAMINATION 

BY INVESTIGATOR TRUJILLO: 

Q The digital recording device that is being 
used to record your statement is very sensitive and 
will pick up any whispered conversations that occur 
within its proximity.

A Officer Hughes; first name, Michael. Star

Department. 

Q Thank you. For the record, can you please 
provide me with a physical description of yourself? 

A I'm a male white man, approximately 5-11, 235 
pounds. 

Q Thank you. What is your date of birth and 
current age? 

A My date of birth is 1986; I'm 31. 

Q And what is your date of appointment to the 
Chicago Police Department?

Q How long have you been assigned to your 
present unit?

Q Prior to this statement, were you provided an 
opportunity to look over any Department reports 
relative to this incident? 

A A body-worn camera, yes. 

Q Okay. And just to ask a question, prior to 
this statement, were you provided with an opportunity 
to view your body-worn camera? 

A Yes, just my own. 

Q Thank you. That being the case, are you 
prepared to give a statement in conjunction with this 
investigation at this time 
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A I would like to preface this statement by 
stating that I am not giving this statement 
voluntarily, but under duress. I am only giving this 
statement at this time because I have been advised by 
the Chicago Police Department that if I do not give a 
statement, I could face disciplinary proceedings that 
could lead to termination of my employment. 

On advice of counsel, I want to object to the 
delay in this investigation. This incident occurred 
approximately nine months ago. This delay is 
prejudicial to my ability to clearly recall the details 
of this incident so that I may defend myself and 
provide a clear recitation of the facts. 

Q Thank you, Officer Hughes. 

What was your duty status on October 14th, 2017, 
at approximately 7:00'p.m.? 

A I was a police officer on a beat car. 

Q Okay. And how were you dressed on that day? 

A A Chicago police standard uniform. 

Q Okay. For the record, could you describe 
what that entails? 

A Yes. Navy blue cargo pants, a blue shirt 
that had a Chicago Police patch on the sleeve and a 
Chicago flag, as well as a bulletproof vest that had my 
name, star number, unit of assignment, and the words 
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"Police" written on the back. 

Q Thank you. Did you wear a body-worn camera 
on that day? 

A I did. 

Q Was the vehicle that you were in equipped 
with an in-car camera? 

A From what I recall, yes. 

Q On October 14th, 2017, were you working with 
yourself or with a partner? 

A With a partner. 

Q And what was the name of your partner, again? 

A Officer Rice. 

Q And were you in a marked or unmarked police 
vehicle? 

A Marked. 

Q Do you recall the incident that occurred on 
October 14th, 2017, at approximately 7:00 p.m., in the

A After watching my body-worn camera and 
listening to OMC, yes. 

Q Can you please tell me about this incident? 

A From what I recall, according to my camera, 

there was a call from a Shotspotter, which is 
technology used by the Chicago Police Department to 
locate where shots came from. I believe it's over 90% 
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accurate. 

Q Okay. 

A Dispatch had given us a call saying that 
somebody was shot -- there was rounds fired. From what 
we recall, it said, inside the house, and we also were 
not far from where the call was. We actually heard a 
round go off, so we relocated to that address. 

Q Okay. And when you say "rounds," how many 

rounds were reported? 

A I’d have to listen to the tape. I remember 
hearing one myself and then also hearing it on the 
dispatch. 

Q Okay. And when you say that you were not far 
from the area, do you recall how long it took you to 
get to 

A I'd say under one minute. 

Q Okay. And once you arrived, what occurred? 

A The other officers and myself saw somebody 

run inside that house and into the door. 

Q Okay. 

A And then as he saw my camera, I went and 
looked on the side of (inaudible 0:06:33) to see if 
there was gates that somebody else could walk upon us 
-- it could be the nature of a gun being very close to 
that house, I wanted to make sure nobody could sneak on 
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either side of the house, from the left side or the 
right. 

Q Okay. And when you say yourself and other 
officers observed someone run into the house --

A I recall myself, my partner, and I believe 
two others, and then more came.

A It was closed 

Q Okay. And what happened after? 

A Like I said, I went and looked on the side 
and make sure nobody else could sneak up on us. Due to 
the call that we would believe that somebody -- that 
the round was fired inside the house, we wanted to make 
sure that nobody was hurt or shot inside the house. 

My partner gained entry. We were approached by 
the male that we saw run into the house, who then asked 
us why we were in his house. He was asked to sit down, 
searched. 

I remember seeing a red substance on the floor 
that I thought was blood. With that, I did have reason 
to believe that somebody was shot inside the house. 

Q When you say that your partner "gained 
entry," what do you mean by that? 

A He used force to open the door. 

Q And when you say, "used force," what do you 

mean? 

A He used a body part to gain entry in that 
house. I don't know which one it was, because if you 
can see in the camera, I'm looking at the side of the 
house when the door opens. 

Q How far behind were you from your partner, 
prior to him entering into the home? 
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A Pretty close. I'd say two arms' distance 

Q Okay. What was the reason that you or your 

partner did not knock on the door? 

A My partner did knock on the door. 

Q He knocked on the door? 

A Yeah. 

Q He knocked on the door prior to using his 
body part to open the door? 

A From the camera — from the body-worn camera, 
yes, I recall he did. 

Q And from what you can recall, how long after 
knocking did he then use his body to open the door? 

A Five to ten seconds. 

Q Okay. And when you say that the same male 
that ran into the home is the male that you encountered 
at the door, how do you know it was the same person? 

A Just from the quick glimpse of him going 
inside, what he's wearing, and also him acknowledging 
that he just ran into the house. 

Q Do you recall what he was wearing? 

A I don't. 

Q Okay. And then once inside of the home, you 
said that you asked — I'm sorry, who asked the male to 
sit down? 

A There was four of us on the porch. I believe

He was definitely checked for weapons due to the nature 
of the call — 

Q Okay. 

A — officer safety, and then since the side 
door was opened and the red substance on the floor was 
— we then went to the second floor of the house and 
make sure nobody was shot inside. 

Q Okay. When you first encountered the male 

black, did you or any other officer let him know the 
reason why you and the other officers were there? 

A Yes. 

Q Okay. At what point? 

A After we gained entry. It's in the camera, 
you can tell — you can hear one of the officers, I'm 
not sure if it was myself, that there was a call of 
shot fired inside the house. 

Q Okay. And who entered the 

apartment first? 
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A Myself and -- my partner and myself, walking 
up the stairs. 

Q Okay. What happened once you were up there 
on the second floor? 

A There was three black males sitting on a 
couch, two in front, one on the side, sitting there. 

We wanted to make sure nobody was shot or anybody had a 
weapon. We asked them to stand up. I patted the one 
down, who wouldn't make — he was sitting to the left 
of the other two. 

No TVs or anything on in the house. We wanted to 
make sure that everyone was — we weren't hearing 
background noise from the TV or anything, so we asked 
the one to the left of me to stand up. I patted him 
down for weapons, and my partner approached the other 
two, looked them over to make sure they weren't shot. 

After I checked the one to my left, I saw that 
the couch pillow had been manipulated. It was the same 
couch pillow, but the couch pillow sits flush. I picked 
it up to see if there was a weapon under there. After 
I saw nothing, I left. 

Q Okay. And when you say that you "patted 
down" one of the gentlemen, what do you mean by that? 

A I checked him for weapons. 

Q Did you or your partner recover any weapons 
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from these two gentlemen 

A No. 

Q Were these gentlemen informed of why you were 
going to pat them down or why you were up on the second 
floor? 

A I don't recall. I'd have to watch the camera 
again. 

Q Okay. Did your investigation up on the 
second floor — so you do not recover any weapons? 

A No. 

Q Was anyone injured? 

A No. 

Q Okay. After, what happened? 

A After we patted them down, the story I just 
related to you, we walked down the stairs and left. 

Q How long do you think you were upstairs? 

A I'd say under a minute. 

Q Okay. And what happened with the gentleman 

that was downstairs? 

A He was sitting there until we left, asking 
for his lawyer. 

Q Was he left there by himself, was another 
officer there with him? 

A While we were upstairs? 

Q Correct. 
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A There was two officers with him 

Q Okay. And after you left the residence, what 
happened, immediately after? 

A We went back to routine patrol. 

Q Okay. Due to the call, did you ever recover 
any weapons, was anyone injured, or more information 
recovered on that Shotspotter? 

A I already said no. 

Q Okay. Did you fill out any paperwork 
regarding this incident? 

A From what I recall, no. 

Q And why not? 

A Briefly after this, we went down on a traffic 
stop and recovered a thousand pills of Ecstasy and a 
box of bullets, so we had to go back to the station and 
do our paperwork for that arrest. 

Q Okay. From the incident that occurred, would 
you have been required to fill out any paperwork to 
document the incident or your actions? 

A I wouldn't know. I don't know. 

Q Okay. So to say if you had a similar 

incident today, what — would you fill out any 
documentation to document the incident, any paperwork? 

A Yeah, I would probably do a Stop Report.

A For what?

COPA conducted accused Officer Michael Hughes’ audio statement on May 16, 2018. 
Officer Hughes stated that on October 14, 2017, at approximately 7:00 p.m., he was on patrol in 
the | District with his partner Officer Jeremy Rice. Officer Hughes stated he was about a minute 
away from ^^^^^^^^^|when he heard a gunshot. Officer Hughes recalled that shortly after 
he heard the gunshot, dispatch relayed that ShotSpotter Technology detected gunshots being fired 
inside of the property at ^^^^^^^^^^Officer Hughes stated he and Officer Rice responded 
to the ShotSpotter hit call. Officer Hughes described ShotSpotter technology as technology used 
by the Chicago Police Department to locate fired gunshots. Officer Hughes stated he believed the 
technology is over 90 percent accurate. 

Officer Hughes stated that when he arrived in the vicinity of he and the 

other officers observed a black male run from the front lawn into the inside of the home closing 
the front door. Officer Hughes recalled three or more officers on scene. Officer Hughes stated 
that he checked both sides of the house for officer safety due to the nature of the call. Officer 
Hughes stated he and Officer Rice wanted to make sure no one was hurt or shot inside of the house. 
Officer Hughes stated Officer Rice gained entry into the house by knocking and then using his 
body to forcefully open the door. Officer Hughes recalled Officer Rice waiting five to ten seconds 
prior to forcefully opening the door. Officer Hughes stated he and Officer Rice were met by 
who they recognized as being the male who ran into the house. Officer Hughes recalled m 
asking the officers why they were inside of his house. Officer Hughes stated either he or another 
officer told ^^^|there was a call of shots fired at that address. Officer Hughes stated he, Officer 
Rice, and two other officers asked ^^^^o sit down and calm down.

Sergeant Fenton stated that the fired shot was 
regist er ed in the gan gway. Sergeant Fenton stated that at approximately 7:45 p.m., EHHHH 
HI and four witnesses arrived at the | District Station to file a complaint. 

Sergeant Fenton stated that the told him the police kicked in the door and illegally 

searched the house. Sergeant Fenton stated one of the witnesses told him it was a male black 
officer who kicked in the door. Sergeant Fenton stated him a police car number. 

Sergeant Fenton stated that car number corresponded to the vehicle Officer Hladik drove and so 
he called Officer Hladik to the station. Sergeant Fenton stated told him it was Officer

Sergeant Fenton 
stated Officer Rice told him roughly the same thing except that Officer Rice stated he kicked the 
door. Sergeant Fenton stated Officer Rice told him over the phone that he knocked and the door 
opened but that at the station Officer Rice told him that he knocked a few times, kicked once, and 
then the door opened.

Sergeant Fenton stated that the proper protocol for responding to a ShotSpotter hit is that officers 
respond, pat people down for weapons, go to the ShotSpotter hit location and look for shell casings.

Munoz stated that pursuant to the Chicago Police Department Rules and Regulations, when a 
citizen asks an officer to identify him or herself, the officer must provide his or her name, rank, 
and star number. Officer Munoz stated that after seeing Officer Hughes’ BWC, he heard 
asking for the names of the officers present at his home. Officer Munoz stated he was one of the 
assisting officers present at but that he did not provide his information to 

Officer Munoz stated he did not hear ^^^|asking for the information on scene. Officer Munoz 
stated that while he did not provide his information because he didn’t hear asking for it, his 

information was visible on his vest. Officer Munoz stated his vest contains his name, star, rank, 
and unit of assignment. Officer Munoz stated that at the moment when Officer Hughes was 
walking out of home and requested the information, he was approximately 50 feet 

away from him and Officer Munoz stated he was standing past the home’s fence. Officer 

Munoz stated that was very aggravated and given his force mitigation technique training, 

he decided to create distance between himself and Officer Munoz further stated that he 

could not specifically recall whether asked for his information at that time.

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(1) the crime under investigation was recently committed; (2) there was any 
deliberate or unjustified delay by the police during which a warrant could have 
been obtained; (3) a grave offense was involved, particularly a crime of 
violence; (4) there was a reasonable belief that the suspect was armed; (5) the 
police officers were acting on a clear showing of probable cause; (6) there was 
a likelihood that the suspect would escape if he was not swiftly apprehended; 

(7) there was a strong reason to believe that the suspect was in the premises and 
police entry was made peaceably, albeit nonconsensually. 

Id. The factors are not exhaustive and the “fundamental guiding principle is reasonableness.” Id. 
at 847. The relevant inquiry is whether circumstances “militate against delay and justify the 
officers' decision to proceed without a warrant.” Id. Further, an officer may have exigent 
circumstances to enter into a home if the commission of the offense was made in the presence of 
the officer or the suspect flees from a public place into his residence in an effort to defeat an arrest 
already set in motion. Id. Finally, community caretaker exception may justify a search or a seizure 
if the (1) the officer is performing a function other than the investigation of a crime and (2) the 
search or seizure is reasonable to protect the public safety under the totality of the circumstances. 
People v. McDonough, 239 Ill. 2d 260, 272 (2010). 

In the instant case, the totality of the circumstances did not justify Officer Rice’s and 
Hughes’ warrantless entry into the property located at Both Officer Rice and 

Officer Hughes stated that they heard a gunshot and received a ShotSpotter hit call from dispatch 
reporting the gunshot near the property located at However, consistent with 

the reasonableness standard set forth by the Fourth Amendment, Department policy clearly and 
expressly states that “[a] ShotSpotter alert, by itself, does not give responding Department 
member(s) the legal authority to enter private property.” Special Order S03-19-01. The only other 
justification proffered by Officer Rice and Hughes to justify their entry into the property was that 
th ey purportedly observ ed a black male, now known to be running into the property located 

at close the front door to the property as they approached in their police 

vehicle. 

Officer Rice and Hughes’ observations were insufficient to establish probable cause to 
either search the home or arrest yet alone establish sufficient exigent circumstances to justify a 
warrantless entry into a home. It is undisputed that Officers Rice and Hughes had not even 
attempted to detain at the time he purportedly ran inside the property. Regardless, it was 

entirely reasonable for to take cover inside his house or otherwise flee when a loud sound 

consistent with gunfire emanated from the side of his property less than a minute before. Neither 
Officer Rice nor Officer Hughes observed ^^^|discharge a firearm, hold a firearm, or act in a 
manner consistent with possession of a firearm such as holding his side. Finally, Officer Rice and 
Officer Hughes did not find any evidence, such as shell casings, to corroborate that a gun had 
recently been fired at or near did they hear any noises either inside or 


28 Both Officer Rice and Hughes told COPA investigators that dispatch stated the shot came from inside the house, 
but the evidence demonstrates that the officers were told that the shot came from the side of the house located at 
HMMHBMMI an d their actions on the date of the incident demonstrate that they believed the shot came from the 
side of the house on the date of the incident (e.g. Officer Hughes searching for shell casings outside the property, 
their concern that discharged even though he was clearly outside the property). 
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following factors, outlined in United States v. Mendenhall, 446 U.S. 544, 553 (1980), are 
instructive in determining whether a seizure has occurred: (1) the threatening presence of several 
officers; (2) the display of a weapon by an officer; (3) some physical touching of the person; or (4) 
using language or tone of voice compelling the individual to comply with the officer’s requests. 
Almond, 2015 IL 113817, ^ 57. “[T]he absence of any of the Mendenhall factors is ‘highly 
instructive’ on the issue of whether a seizure has occurred.” Id. 

A police officer many temporarily detain an individual for an investigatory stop when “the 
officer's decision is based on specific, articulable facts which warrant the investigative stop 
intrusion.” People v. Moore, 286 Ill. App. 3d 649, 653 (3d Dist. 1997) (citing Terry v. Ohio, 
392 U.S. 1, 21, (1968)); People v. Stewart, 242 III. App. 3d 599, 605 (1993)). “The police officer 
must have an ‘articulable suspicion’ that the person has committed or is about to commit a crime.” 
Moore, 286 Ill. App. 3d at 653 (citations omitted). An officer may not detain an individual based 
on mere hunches or unparticularized suspicions. Id. (citations omitted). Reasonable suspicion 
requires less than probable cause. 

Officers may not conduct a limited search for weapons during every valid investigatory 
stop. People v. Sorenson, 196 Ill. 2d 425, 433 (2001). “The officer may subject the person to a 
limited search for weapons . . . only if the officer reasonably believes that the person is armed 
and dangerous.” Id. (citation omitted). An officer’s subjective belief is not determinative, but is 
probative in determining the validity of the frisk. Id. 

The evidence demonstrates that Officers Rice and Hughes detained ^^^|and conducted 
a protective pat down. A reasonable person would not feel free to leave when an officer orders 
him to stop and points a gun at him. However, although flight was insufficient to establish 

probable cause for his arrest or for a warrantless entry into the property located at mHBH 
IHiis purported flight in combination with the ShotSpotter call from dispatch justified Officer 
Rice and Hughes conducting a brief investigatory stop and protective pat down of See, 

e.g. Illinois v. Wardlow, 528 U.S. 119, 123-25 (2000). Importantly, Officer Rice and Hughes 
only detained briefly and did not handcuff or place him in their police vehicle. 

Therefore, COPA recommends a finding of Exonerated for allegation #2 against Officers Rice 
and Hughes. 31 


c. There is Insufficient Evidence to Demonstrate that Officers Munoz, 
Rodriguez, Hladik, and Appelhans Failed to Correctly Identify 
Themselves 


31 COPA, unlike a criminal court, does not apply the fruit of the poisonous doctrine. COPA analyzes this allegation 
separate and distinct from the allegations that stem from Officer Rice’s and Hughes’ unlawful warrantless entry into 
the property. However, to be pellucidly clear, Officer Rice’s and Hughes’ articulable, reasonable suspicion was not 
sufficient to justify a warrantless entry into the property. See, e.g.. People v. D.W. (In re D. W.), 341 Ill. App. 3d 
517 (1st Dist. 2003).

Dear Chief Administrator: 

In reviewing the above mentioned CR: 

The Department does not concur with the sustained finding against Officer Michael Hughes for Allegation 
#3 that the officer's search of residence without a search warrant violated the Fourth 

Amendment. The Department believes this allegation should be Exonerated. 

The Department also does not concur with the sustained finding against Officer Jeremy Rice for Allegation 
#1 that the officer kicked in front door without justification. The Department also does not 

concur with the sustained finding against Officer Rice for Allegation #3 that the officer's search of the 
residence violated the Fourth Amendment. The Department instead believes both Allegations against 
Officers Rice should be classified as Exonerated. 

The Department, therefore, also does not concur with COPA's penalty recommendation of a twenty (20) 
day suspension for Officer Rice and a fifteen (15) day suspension for Officer Hughes. 

Pursuant to MCC 2-57-060(b), the Superintendent provides comments on the following when there is a 
disagreement to a penalty and finding. 

Case Summary: 


On October 14, 2017 Officers Jeremy Rice and Michael Hughes were on patrol when they heard one 
gunshot. Shortly after, the officers received an OEMC dispatch that the Shot Spotter technology detected a 
gunshot coming from inside a two story apartment building. Officers Rice and 

Hughes responded in less than one minute. The officers observed a male run from the front lawn into the 
residence and closed the door. 

Officer Rice and Hughes approached the door. The officers response was recorded on the officers' body 
worn cameras. The video captures a conversation between Officer Rice and Hughes in Which Officer Rice 
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said the man ran inside and Officer Hughes responded that the man was "hiding right there" [behind the 
door]. Officer Rice and Hughes stated they were concerned someone inside was hurt or shot. Officer Rice 
knocked on the exterior door several times with no response. Officer Rice stated that he used the bottom of 
his foot to lightly kick on the bottom of the door which came open. ^^^^^^^Bwas behind the door. 
The officers asked get down and ^^^^^^complied. yelled, "What are you 

doing in my mother's house?" The officers explained to that a gun shot just went off in the 

residence. Officer Hughes told "We're making sure everyone is good here." 

yelled, "We just walked through the door, literally!" Officer Hughes then stated to "Is that 

blood on the floor?" The officers asked ^^^^^^|who else was there and ^^^^^Bstated his little 
brothers and cousins were upstairs. told the officers, "You do not have permission to enter my 

house." 

The officers believed the red substance on the floor was blood. Officers Hughes and Rice both told COPA's 
investigators that they went to the apartment to make sure no one was injured. The officers 

walked up the stairs to the ^^^^^^|and through an open door to the apartment. Three males were 
sitting on the sofa. Officer Rice asked the men, "Everyone alright here?" All three males replied, "Yes." 
Officer Rice then asked, "One of you shot off a gun up in here?" The three men replied, "No." Officer 
Hughes conducted a brief protective pat down. The officers then left the scene after verifying no one was 
injured. 


^mi^nother, Felicia Snell-Ervin, reported this incident that night to Sergeant Timothy Fenton at 
the 7 th District. During COP A's investigation, the homeowners for both apartments 

refused to cooperate with COPA's investigation. Due to their refusal to cooperate, COPA was prepared to 
close the investigation in November 2017 under "no affidavit," as noted on the Investigator's Log 
(Attachment #5). COPA requested and received an affidavit override based upon the Body Worn Camera 
footage the officers recorded during this incident. 


Superintendent's Professional Opinion: 

The Department does not concur that Officers Rice and Hughes's entry into the building or 
apartment was a violation of the Fourth Amendment. COPA's investigation correctly noted that Special 
Order 03-19-01-IV-D prohibits officers from entering private property based on a ShotSpotter Alert by 
itself. However, in this case, the officers were not acting on the ShotSpotter by itself. In this case, the 
officers heard the gunshot themselves, which was then confirmed by the ShotSpotter dispatch. The officers 
immediately responded and observed a man run into the residence where the ShotSpotter indicated the shot 
had come from. The officers were aware that the man who ran into the building was right by the door. The 
officers knocked and received no response despite the fact that the man who ran into the residence was 
right near the door. Officer Rice stated he lightly kicked the bottom of the door and the door opened 
immediately. 

Prior to the officers entry to the second floor apartment, the officers reasonably believed that 1) a shot was 
fired inside a residence, 2) a person involved ran into this residence, 3) the person was hiding from the 
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officers behind the door, 4) the person was angry and hostile toward the officers, 5) there were possible 
blood drops on the floor; and, 6) there were other people in the second floor apartment. 

In People v. Lomax, the Illinois Appellate Court reversed the trial court's suppression of evidence related to 
the search of an apartment. Here, two Chicago Police Officers responded to multiple calls of shots fired "in 
or around the 'first floor rear' unit" of a residence. 1 The officers arrived two to three minutes after these 
calls. The officers knocked and a child aged two to four answered. The officers ordered five people to exit 
the apartment. The officers then entered the apartment and searched multiple rooms for additional people. 
The officers recovered a firearm and body armor from a bedroom, and arrested the defendant. The 
appellate court found that "in light of the totality of circumstances," the officers commanding occupants to 
exit a residence was not a Fourth Amendment violation. 2 The court held that "factual differences" between 
this case and other Fourth Amendment cases "did not undermine the police officers' reasonable belief that 
an emergency was in progress." 3 "The officers were directed to a specific unit, from which, according to 
multiple calls to 911, gunshots had been heard. Therefore, it was reasonable to believe that the person 
responsible for firing a gun was located inside the apartment." 4 The court held the search was lawful under 
the emergency aid doctrine: 

"The purpose of the 911 call system is to alert police to emergencies in progress. In the case at bar, 
the police received numerous calls informing them that shots had been fired inside a residential 
structure. The purpose of the emergency aid exception is to ensure that police can quickly respond to 
situations in which someone may be in need of immediate aid. To hold that the police were not 
authorized to enter into a home in which multiple people had said shots had been fired would upset the 
purpose of the emergency aid exception. If 911 calls about shots being fired did not qualify as a 
trigger for the emergency aid exception and police did not enter defendant's apartment until they 
obtained a warrant, a potential victim of the gunshots complained of would not receive the emergency 
aid he or she required. We can think of no greater need for immediate police action than to 
investigate claims of shots fired and uncover any potential victims in need of immediate 
attention." 5 


The case involving Officers Rice and Hughes involved even greater urgency than Lomax. Officers Rice 
and Hughes were not relying on second hand information from multiple calls about a shot fired. The 
officers heard the shot. Officers Rice and Hughes did not receive information that the shot was fired "in or 
around" an apartment. Officers Rice and Hughes received specific information from the ShotSpotter Alert 
that the shot was fired inside the building. Officers Rice and Hughes did not respond in two to three 
minutes, they responded in less than one minute; and, upon their arrival Officers Rice and Hughes faced an 
additional emergency the officers in Lomax did not face. The officers saw a man run into the residence, 
hide behind the door of the residence, and refuse to open the door when the officers knocked. In response

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to all of these facts, Officer Rice used minimal force to open the door, and faced yet another emergency the 
officers in Lomax, did not face. Officers Rice and Hughes observed possible blood droplets on the floor 
and discovered there were more people on the Certainly at this point, Officer Rice and 

Hughes had an immediate need to take police action to investigate and uncover any potential victims. 


The Department recognized that unlike Lomax, Officer Rice forced open the door by lightly kicking the 
bottom of the door. However, even COPA's investigator recognized that Officer Rice used minimal force 
to open the door. COPA's investigator noted the same in the report to the Chief Administrator dated 
November 30, 2017, stating, "There is no visual or sound to suggest that the door is kicked in or 
damaged." 6 In light of the increased danger Officer Rice was facing, there is insufficient reason to believe 
that lightly forcing open a door is substantially different than the officers in Lomax ordering everyone 
outside. In fact, Officers Rice and Hughes's entry and search was substantially less invasive than the 
search conducted by the officers in Lomax. Officers Rice and Hughes did not order people out of the 
residence. Officer Rice and Hughes did not search every room in the apartment after they found three men 
calmly sitting. After Officer Rice and Hughes realized there was no one injured and obtained no 
information or evidence that a shot had been fired in the building, the officers left. Officer Rice and 
Hughes's entry and search was minimally intrusive for the purpose of resolving whether or not there was an 
injured victim. 


COPA's investigation repeatedly attempted to use facts to guess at the officers' subjective motivations. 7 
The U.S. Supreme Court has repeatedly held that the officer's subjective motivations are irrelevant in a 
Fourth Amendment analysis. 8 The standard for a Fourth Amendment analysis is whether the officers' 
actions were objectively reasonable. In Brigham City v. Stuart, the Court specifically rejected the same 
analysis COPA provided in this case. In Brigham City, officers observed a person get punched in a home 
causing him to spit blood into a sink. 9 The officers announced their office and entered the home. The Court 
rejected the state court ruling that the officers' entry was for the intent to arrest and seize evidence and not 
for the purpose of rendering aid, 10 The Court held that the officers' entry was objectively reasonable and, 
therefore, not a violation of the Fourth Amendment * 11 : 

"The Utah Supreme Court also considered the officers' subjective motivations relevant, (search 
under the 'emergency aid doctrine' may not be 'primarily motivated by intent to arrest and seize 
evidence'). Our cases have repeatedly rejected this approach. An action is 'reasonable' under

the Fourth Amendment, regardless of the individual officer's state of mind, 'as long as the 
circumstances, viewed objectively, justify the action." 12 


The issue is not what COPA's investigator believed the officers were thinking at the time the officers 
entered the home. The issue is whether the officers' actions were objectively reasonable based on the 
totality of circumstances. Officer Rice and Hughes's entry into a residence in response to these 
circumstances was objectively reasonable under the emergency aid doctrine. The Department 
respectfully does not concur with COPA's findings and believes the allegations that Officers Rice and 
Hughes's entry and search violated the Fourth Amendment should be Exonerated.

1. Officer Michael Hughes (#2957):

V. INVESTIGATION 2 


2 COPA conducted a thorough and complete investigation. The following is a summary of the material evidence 
gathered and relied upon in our analysis. 
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a. Interviews 3 

COP A conducted accused Officer Michael Hughes’ audio statement on May 16, 2018. 
Officer Hughes stated that on October 14, 2017, at approximately 7:00 p.m., he was on patrol in 
the | District with his partner Officer Jeremy Rice. Officer Hughes stated he was about a minute 
away from ^^^^^^^^^^Bwhen he heard a gunshot. Officer Hughes recalled that shortly after 
he heard the gunshot, dispatch relayed that ShotSpotter Technology detected gunshots being fired 
inside of the property at ^^^^^^^^^BOfficer Hughes stated he and Officer Rice responded 
to the ShotSpotter hit call. Officer Hughes described ShotSpotter technology as technology used 
by the Chicago Police Department to locate fired gunshots. Officer Hughes stated he believed the 
technology is over 90 percent accurate. 

Officer Hughes stated that when he arrived in the vicinity of and the 

other officers observed a black male run from the front lawn into the inside of the home closing 
the front door. Officer Hughes recalled three or more officers on scene. Officer Hughes stated 
that he checked both sides of the house for officer safety due to the nature of the call. Officer 
Hughes stated he and Officer Rice wanted to make sure no one was hurt or shot inside of the house. 
Officer Hughes stated Officer Rice gained entry into the house by knocking and then using his 
body to forcefully open the door. Officer Hughes recalled Officer Rice waiting five to ten seconds 
prior to forcefully opening the door. Officer Hughes stated he and Officer Rice were met by |H 
who they recognized as being the male who ran into the house. Officer Hughes recalled BSH 
asking the officers why they were inside of his house. Officer Hughes stated either he or another 
officer told there was a call of shots fired at that address. Officer Hughes stated he. Officer 

Rice, and two other officers asked sit down and calm down. Officer Hughes stated the 

officers searched ^^^Bfor weapons due to the nature of the call and officer safety. Officer 
Hughes stated he recalled seeing a red substance on the entry foyer floor that he believed was 
blood. Given that assumption. Officer Hughes stated he believed someone was shot inside of the 
house and because the second-floor unit door was open, he and his partner went inside. 

Officer Hughes stated Officer Rice went up the stairs to the unit and he 

followed. Officer Hughes stated there were three black males sitting on the couch. Officer Hughes 
stated he and Officer Rice wanted to make sure no one was shot or had a weapon so he and Officer 
Rice asked the three individuals to stand up. Officer Hughes stated he did not recall if he or Officer 
Hughes informed the three individuals of why they were in the house. Officer Hughes stated he 
patted down one individual. Officer Hughes stated he then saw a couch pillow which appeared to 
be manipulated so he picked it up to see if there was a weapon underneath it. Officer Hughes 
stated that neither he nor Officer Rice recovered a weapon. Officer Hughes stated he and Officer 
Rice were on the second-floor for under a minute and then left. Officer Hughes stated that while 
he and Officer Rice were in the second-floor unit, was downstairs with two other officers. 

Officer Hughes stated that while there was a ^^^^^^init to the building, he did not investigate

COPA conducted accused Officer Jeremy Rice’s audio statement on May 17, 2018. 
Officer Rice stated that on October 14, 2017, at approximately 7:00 p.m., he was on patrol in the 
7 th District with his partner Officer Michael Hughes. Officer Rice stated they were less than a 


minute away from the vicinity of | 


/hen they heard a gunshot. Officer Rice 


stated they got a call from the dispatcher stating a gunshot went off inside a home located at | 
HI^I^^^Dfficer Rice stated that when he was turning the comer, he observed a black male 
running into the home. 


Officer Rice stated he was the first responding unit on scene but another unit assisted. 
Officer Rice stated he observed Officer Hughes canvassing the area for live rounds. Officer Rice 
stated he believed someone was hurt inside the home so he knocked on the door. Officer Rice 
stated it was only seconds from the time he arrived on scene to the point that he knocked on the 
door. Officer Rice stated that after a few attempts to knock on the door with no answer, he lightly 
kicked the door. Officer Rice stated he was not sure if he announced his office while knocking on 
the door. Officer Rice stated he used the bottom of his heel to tap the bottom of the door. Officer 
Rice stated the door was raggedy, shaky, and opened immediately. Officer Rice stated that due to 
the nature of the call and having seen an individual running into the home, he felt he had exigent 
circumstances to enter the home. Officer Rice stated that when the door was opened he was 
standing in the center area when a belligerent male came down the stairs. Officer Rice stated the 
male looked like the same person he observed running into the home. Officer Rice stated that he 
asked ^^^^o show his hands and get down on the ground due to the nature of the call and for 
officer safety. Officer Rice stated he did not think he performed a pat down on but was 

sure someone did. Officer Rice stated was eventually informed of the reason officers were 

in the home but that upon initial contact he was concerned about securing the area for officer 
safety. Officer Rice stated he heard Officer Hughes asking if there was blood on the floor. Officer 
Rice stated he did not see the red substance himself. Officer Rice stated that at that moment he 
had the reasonable belief that someone was hurt and as a police officer his job is to render aid to 
those in need of help. Officer Rice further stated he did not ask ^^^flor permission to enter the 
home and did not have a warrant to enter the home. Officer Rice stated he decided to conduct a 
well-being check. Officer Rice stated that he asked how many people were upstairs and 

stated a few people. 


Officer Rice stated he went upstairs and saw three men. Officer Rice stated he asked the 
men if everyone was okay. Officer Rice stated some of the men either nodded their heads or 
responded that they were okay. Officer Rice stated he did not touch the men or manipulate any 
furniture. Officer Rice stated he did not see Officer Hughes search the home or the three men. 
Officer Rice stated he did not find any evidence of shots fired inside the home. Officer Rice stated 
he then left the residence. Officer Rice stated that ^^^^|was aggressive and made a few 
threatening remarks.

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Officer Ri ce state d that while there was a unit, he did not investigate it because 

he pe rsonally saw run into the home and again saw ^^^^oming down the stairs leading 

to the unit. Officer Rice stated informed him that his mother lived on the first 

floor and he lived on the Officer Rice stated that he thought he had exigent 

circumstances to enter the home but that he did not inquire into the unit because there 

was an aggressive dog inside. Officer Rice stated he did not think there was someone injured in 
the first-floor unit because he saw coming from the second-floor unit. 

Officer Rice stated he was conducting a traffic stop when he received a call from Sergeant 
Fenton about the incident. Officer Rice stated he told Sergeant Fenton about the nature of the call 
and that he lightly kicked the door. Officer Rice stated Sergeant Fenton informed him that a 
complaint was going to be issued.

COP A conducted witness Sergeant Timothy Fenton’s audio statement on May 29,2018. 
Sergeant Fenton stated that on October 14,2017, there was a ShotSpotter hit call to which Officers 
Hughes, Rice, Hladik, and other officers responded. Sergeant Fenton stated that the fired shot was 
regist er ed in the gan gway. Sergeant Fenton stated that at approximately 7:45 p.m., 

Bfl (“^^^^^B ’) 7 and four witnesses a rrived at the B District Station to file a complaint. 
Sergeant Fenton stated that the told him the police kicked in the door and illegally 

searched the house. Sergeant Fenton stated one of the witnesses told him it was a male black 
officer who kicked in the door. Sergeant Fenton stated gave hi™ a police car number. 

Sergeant Fenton stated that car number corresponded to the vehicle Officer Hladik drove and so 
he called Officer Hladik to the station. Sergeant Fenton stated ^^^^^^^old him it was Officer 
Hladik who kicked in the door. Sergeant Fenton stated he spoke to Officer Hladik away from 
BiBf^l and Officer Hladik related that he only assisted in the call. Sergeant Fenton stated

Sergeant 
Fenton stated Officer Hughes said that was when they knocked and kicked the door open. Sergeant 
Fenton stated Officer Hughes did not tell him who knocked and kicked the door. Sergeant Fenton 
stated Officer Rice told him roughly the same thing except that Officer Rice stated he kicked the 
door. Sergeant Fenton stated Officer Rice told him over the phone that he knocked and the door 
opened but that at the station Officer Rice told him that he knocked a few times, kicked once, and 
then the door opened. Sergeant Fenton stated he thinks he spoke to Officer Rice at about 8:00 p.m. 
Sergeant Fenton stated that the proper protocol for responding to a ShotSpotter hit is that officers 
respond, pat people down for weapons, go to the ShotSpotter hit location and look for shell casings.

COPA conducted witness Officer Reinaldo Rodriguez’s audio statement on May 9,2018. 
Officer Rodriguez stated that on October 14, 2017, at approximately 7:00 p.m., he was on patrol 
in the | District with his partner Officer Jose Munoz. Officer Ro driguez stated there was an 
OEMC call of shots fired to the side of the house near the vicinity of ^^^^^^^^^^^Dfficer 
Rodriguez stated that when he and Officer Munoz arrived, Officers Rice and Hughes were already 
on scene. Officer Rodriguez stated there were other officers on scene and more that arrived but 
did not recall who they were. Officer Rodriguez stated he and Officer Munoz parked behind 
Officers Hughes and Rice. 

Officer Rodriguez stated that he and Officer Munoz started looking for shell casings in the 
area and it was then that he saw in the common area of the building. Officer Rodriguez 

stated he did not find any shell casings. Officer Rodriguez stated he did not recall any of Officers 
Hughes’ or Rice’s actions. Officer Rodriguez stated he and Officer Munoz were on scene for five 
to ten minutes. 10 

COPA conducted a second audio statement of Officer Reinaldo Rodriguez on May 25, 

2018, interviewing him as an accused with respect to his failure to identify himself to HU 
Officer Rodriguez stated that pursuant to the Chicago Police Department Rules and Regulations, 
when a citizen asks an officer to identify him or herself, the officer must identify himself as a 
Chicago Police Officer, state his name, badge number, and unit of assignment. Officer Rodriguez 
stated that after seeing the BWC, he heard ^^^|asking for the names of the officers who were 
at his home. Officer Rodriguez, however, stated that on scene he did not hear asking for 

his specific name. Officer Rodriguez stated that had ^^^|asked him specifically for his name, 
he would have had no problem providing his information. Officer Rodriguez stated that he was 
approximately 15 feet away from ^^^Bwhen asked for the information. Officer 

Rodriguez stated was irate on scene and as a de-escalation technique, he decided to walk 

away. Officer Rodriguez stated the investigation of the scene was complete and he believed that 
the longer he remained on scene, the more hostile it would become. Officer Rodriguez did not 
observe any officer provide ^^^^vith their information. Officer Rodriguez further stated that 
he now recalled being in the foyer with while Officer Hughes and Rice were in the second- 

floor apartment. Officer Rodriguez stated ^^^|told him not to open the door to the first-floor 
apartment and that ^^^^was on the phone. Officer Rodriguez reiterated that ^^^|was being 
irate, screaming, and shouting and that must have been when ^^^|asked for the officer’s 
information.

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COPA conducted witness Officer Jose Munoz’s audio statement on May 14, 2018. 
Officer Munoz stated that on October 14, 2017, at approximately 7:00 p.m., he was on patrol in 
the | District with his partner Officer Reinaldo Rodriguez. Officer Munoz stated he and Officer 
Rodriguez responded to a call of shots fired near the vicinity of ^^^^^^^^^^^Dfficer Munoz 
stated that when he arrived on scene. Officers Rice and Hughes were already on scene. Officer 
Munoz stated they parked their police vehicle behind Officers Rice’s and Hughes’ police vehicle. 
Officer Munoz stated he did not recall if any other units assisted. Officer Munoz stated that once 
on scene, he and Officer Rodriguez investigated the call by looking for shell casings and looking 
for injured individuals. Officer Munoz stated their investigation revealed that no one was shot.

Officer Munoz stated he was one of the 
assisting officers present at home but that he did not provide his information to 

Officer Munoz stated he did not hear ^^^|asking for the information on scene. Officer Munoz 
stated that while he did not provide his information because he didn’t hear asking for it, his 

information was visible on his vest. Officer Munoz stated his vest contains his name, star, rank, 
and unit of as signment .

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COPA conducted accused Officer James Hladik’s audio statement on May 25, 2018. 
Officer Hladik stated that on October 14,2017, he was on duty and working with Officer Michael 
Appelhans. Officer Hladik stated they responded to a ShotSpotter call. Officer Hladik stated he 
did not recall whether he heard if the fired gunshot was inside of the house or on the side of the 
house. Officer Hladik stated that upon arriving to the scene, he observed other units already on 
scene. Officer Hladik stated he observed officers engaging with people on the porch and inside 
the doorway. Officer Hladik could not remember how many officers were on scene. Officer 
Hladik said he went directly towards the gangway on the side of the house to look for shell casings.

Officer Hladik stated he did 
not know what was happening on the porch and that he was only focused on finding shell casings. 
Officer Hladik stated that he observed locking the outer security gate. Officer Hladik stated 

that said to him it sucked that he didn’t find what he was looking for. Officer Hladik stated 

UBI then accused him of kicking in his door. Officer Hladik stated he then told t hat was 

untrue and that he had his BWC on the whole time. Officer Hladik stated that at that time HU 
did not ask him for his name or star number. Officer Hladik stated that he then left the scene. 

Officer Hladik stated that pursuant to the Chicago Police Department Rules and 
Regulations when a citizen asks an officer to identify him or herself, the officer must give their 
name and star number if the officer hears the request. Officer Hladik stated that after seeing Officer 
Hughes’ BWC, he heard asking for the names of the officers present at his home. Officer 

Hladik stated was asking for the names of the officers he was engaging with on the porch. 

Officer Hladik stated that at this time he was located in the gangway next door approxima tely 50 
feet away. Officer Hladik stated he did not provide his information because he did not hear 
specifically asking him for the information. Officer Hladik stated there was a lot of noise on scene 
including his police radio and the BWC g oing off. Officer Hladik stated that he would have 
provided ^^^Biis information if asked for it. Officer Hladik stated he did not see 

any officer provide their name or star number to Officer Hladik stated that 30 minutes 

after the incident, he received a call from Sergeant Fenton asking him to go to the station. Officer 
Hladik stated that at the station. Sergeant Fenton told hi m a citizen complained about him kicking 
down his door. Officer Hladik stated he believed ^^^|was making a false police report so he 
activated his BWC and went out to speak to him. Officer Hladik stated he asked he 

thought he was the officer who kicked in his door. Officer Hladik stated said no it was not 

Officer Hladik and further stated that the Officers Hladik and Appelhans did not do anything and 
were just on scene. 14 

COPA conducted accused Officer Michael Appelhans’ audio statement on June 6, 2018. 
Officer Appelhans stated that on October 14, 2017, he was working with Officer Hladik and they 
responded to a ShotSpotter call. Officer Appelhans stated that at that point he had been a police 
officer for two months. Officer Appelhans stated that when he and Officer Hladik arrived on

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scene, there were already four other officers on the porch of the house with Officer 

Appelhans recalled ^^^Jyellin g somet hing about his dog. Officer Appelhans stated he did not 
have any personal contact with Officer Appelhans stated that he immediately began 

looking for shell casings because of the nature of the call. Officer Appelhans stated he did not 
recall whether he walked onto the property or whether he was searching near the sidewalk. Officer 
Appelhans stated he was about 12 to 15 feet away from Officer Appelhans stated Officer 

Hladik was also looking for shell casings. Officer Appelhans stated that pursuant to the Chicago 
Police Department Rules and Regulations when a citizen asks an officer to identify him or herself, 
the officer must provide his or her name, star number, and identify as a police officer. Officer 
Appelhans stated that after seeing Officer Hughes’ BWC, he heard asking for the names of 

the offi cers present at his home. Officer Appelhans stated he did not provide his information to

b. Digital Evidence

police vehicle to the vicinity of Upon arriving at the residence. Officer Rice is 

seen walking towards the front door of the residence. Officer Rice is seen knocking on the front 
door five continuous times without announcing his office. Officers Hughes, Rodriguez, and 
Munoz are seen walking towards the side of the house as Officer Rice is heard telling the officers 
to hurry up. Immediately after there is a loud thud and the front door is open. is heard 

yelling , “why you kick my door in, hold on, hold on!” 16 Officer Rice is seen pointing his gun at 
Wm telling him to close the open first-floor unit door and to get on the ground. 
repeatedly asks the officers why the y are at his house and why they kicked in his door. Officers 
Rice and Hughes are seen bringing to the ground by using their hands to push down on 

|HH shoulders and arms. Officer Rice is heard asking ^^^|where the pistol is and 
responds that there is no pistol. Officer Rice pushes the partially opened door to the 
unit as he asks who else i s upstair s. responds his little brother and cousins are upstairs and 

that his mother just left. tells Officer Rice that his mother lives on the and he 

lives on the seco nd-floor . continues to ask for the reason the officers are at his home. 

Officer Ri ce tells ^ ^^Ja gunshot went off in the house and replies that it didn’t go off in 

his house. continues to tell the officers they cannot walk through his house and asks to call 

his mother. 

Officer R ice is hear d telling Officer Hughes to watch as he walks up the stairs to 

the apartment. heard telling the officers they do not have his permission to 

walk through his house and that he will call his lawyer. Officer Rice is heard telling they 

don’t need his permission. Once upstairs. Officer Rice asks three young males that are sitting on 
the couch if they are okay and asks if one of them shot a gun. One of the males shakes his head 
no and Officer Rice asks all three individuals to stand up. Officer Hughes is heard te llin g the 
individuals to lift their shirts up. Officer Rice asks if there is a weapon in the house to which one 
of the individuals responds no. Officer Rice then leaves down the stairs and yells at Officer Hughes 
to leave.

Officer Munoz approaches the house and begins to look check the side 
of the house. Officer Munoz stands on the porch and foyer with Officers Rice and Hughes as they 
interact with is heard telling Officers Rice and Hughes that they don’t have 

permission to enter his house.

The In-Car Camera (“I CC”) footage captures Officers Appelhans and Hladik exit their 
police vehicles and walk towards ^^^^^^^^^^|Aside from video, the ICC, captures audio 
from the BWC’s worn by Officers Hughes and Rice. ^^^|is heard yelling, “I need all ya’lls 
names kickin’ my door in.” 23

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The burden of proof COPA uses in its analysis is the preponderance of the evidence 
standard. It is alleged by that Officers Hughes and Rice: (1) kicked in his door without 

justification; (2) ordered him to lie on the ground to be patted down for weapons without 
justification; and (3) searched his home without a search warrant. Through the course of the 
investigation, additional evidence of misconduct was discovered. Therefore, COPA further alleges 
assisting Officers Munoz, Rodriguez, Hladik, and Appelhans failed to correctly identify 
themselves by giving their names, rank, and star numbers when requested to do so by 

a. Officer Rice Kicked in the Front Door of the Property Located at 

Officers Rice and Hughes Subsequently Searched the 
Property Without Justification. 

The evidence demonstrates that Officer Rice kicked in ^^^^^ffont door. Officer Rice 
ultimately admitted that he kicked in the door and the BWC footage demonstrates that the door 
was initially closed and only opened after Officer Rice kicked the door with enough force to result 
in a loud thud. 27 Both Officer Rice and Officer Hughes subsequently entered the foyer and later 
entered ^^^^|unit despite ^^^Jexpressly telling Officers Rice and Hughes that they did not 
have permission to enter. 

Searches of a home without a warrant issued by an independent judge based upon a 
showing of probable cause are presumptively unreasonable because “[t]he physical entry of the 
home is the chief evil against which the fourth amendment is directed” and are only permitted 
when exigent circumstances are present. People v. Williams, 677 N.E.2d 841, 846 (1997). 
Probable cause to arrest “exists when the totality of the facts and circumstances kn own to the 
officers is such that a reasonably prudent person would believe that the suspect is committing or 
has committed a crime.” People v. Montgomery, 112 Ill. 2d 517, 525 (1986). Probable cause to 
search must be based on facts which would cause a reasonable person to believe that a crime has 
been committed and those facts must cause a reasonable person to believe that evidence can be 
found in the place to be searched. Illinois v. Gates, 462 U.S. 213, 238 (1983). It is undisputed 
that Officer Rice and Hughes did not have a search warrant or an arrest warrant when they entered 
the property located at 

The Illinois Supreme Court set out the relevant factors to determine the existence of exigent 
circumstances in People v. Williams. These factors are whether: 


27 Officer Rice and Hughes initially entered the foyer of the property located at but the foyer of a 

two-flat house located behind a closed door is clearly part of the curtilage of the property and therefore is protected 
by the Fourth Amendment. People v. Bums, 2016 IL 118973 (holding that the third-floor landing located within a 
locked apartment building was part of the curtilage of the apartment and that a dog sniff outside the apartment 
violated the Fourth Amendment); People v. Bonilla , 2017 IL App (3d) 160457(extending the holding of Bums to a 
common area in an unlocked apartment building). The property located at is more akin to a 

single-family home than an apartment building and it is not even apparent from the outside that the property has two 
separate units on the inside. In any event, even assuming arguendo that the foyer was not part of the curtilage of 
m apartment, both Officers Rice and Hughes subsequently entered unit without consent or other 

lawful justification. While Officers Rodriguez and Munoz also entered the foyer, there is no evidence they knew 
that Officer Rice forcefully kicked in the door and therefore no allegations were served against these officers. 
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(1) the crime under investigation was recently committed; (2) there was any 
deliberate or unjustified delay by the police during which a warrant could have 
been obtained; (3) a grave offense was involved, particularly a crime of 
violence; (4) there was a reasonable belief that the suspect was armed; (5) the 
police officers were acting on a clear showing of probable cause; (6) there was 
a likelihood that the suspect would escape if he was not swiftly apprehended; 

(7) there was a strong reason to believe that the suspect was in the premises and 
police entry was made peaceably, albeit nonconsensually. 

Id. The factors are not exhaustive and the “fundamental guiding principle is reasonableness.” Id. 
at 847. The relevant inquiry is whether circumstances “militate against delay and justify the 
officers' decision to proceed without a warrant.” Id. Further, an officer may have exigent 
circumstances to enter into a home if the commission of the offense was made in the presence of 
the officer or the suspect flees from a public place into his residence in an effort to defeat an arrest 
already set in motion. Id. Finally, community caretaker exception may justify a search or a seizure 
if the (1) the officer is performing a function other than the investigation of a crime and (2) the 
search or seizure is reasonable to protect the public safety under the totality of the circumstances. 
People v. McDonough, 239 Ill. 2d 260, 272 (2010). 

In the instant case, the totality of the circumstances did not justify Officer Rice’s and 
Hughes’ warrantless entry into the property located at Both Officer Rice and 

Officer Hughes stated that they heard a gunshot and received a ShotSpotter hit call from dispatch 
reporting the gunshot near the property located at However, consistent with 

the reasonableness standard set forth by the Fourth Amendment, Department policy clearly and 
expressly states that “[a] ShotSpotter alert, by itself, does not give responding Department 
member(s) the legal authority to enter private property.” Special Order S03-19-01. The only other 
justification proffered by Officer Rice and Hughes to justify their entry into the property was that 
they purportedly observed a black male, now known to be running into the property located 

at close the front door to the property as they approached in their police 

vehicle. 

Officer Rice and Hughes’ observations were insufficient to establish probable cause to 
either search the home or arrest yet alone establish sufficient exigent circumstances to justify a 
warrantless entry into a home. It is undisputed that Officers Rice and Hughes had not even 
attempted to detain ^^^|at the time he purportedly ran inside the property. Regardless, it was 
entirely reasonable for take cover inside his house or otherwise flee when a loud sound 

consistent with gunfire emanated from the side of his property less than a minute before. Neither 
Officer Rice nor Officer Hughes observed ^^^|discharge a firearm, hold a firearm, or act in a 
manner consistent with possession of a firearm such as holding his side. Finally, Officer Rice and 
Officer Hughes did not find any evidence, such as shell casings, to corroborate that a gun had 
recently been fired at or near nor did they hear any noises either inside or 


28 Both Officer Rice and Hughes told COPA investigators that dispatch stated the shot came from inside the house, 
but the evidence demonstrates that the officers were told that the shot came from the side of the house located at 

and their actions on the date of the incident demonstrate that they believed the shot came from the 
side of the house on the date of the incident (e.g. Officer Hughes searching for shell casings outside the property, 
their concern that discharged even though he was clearly outside the property). 
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outside the property located at 


consistent with someone having just been shot 


at such as screaming or other commotion. Observing a man run inside a property after hearing 
gunfire alone cannot justify a warrantless entry into a home. 


No other exception to the warrant requirement applied in this case. Officer Rice and 
Officer Hughes also did not receive any information from dispatch or any other source indicating 
that someone was shot or otherwise injured inside the house which would have justified a 
warrantless entry into the property under a community care-taker function. Moreover, the 
co mmuni ty caretaker exception would not apply because Officer Hughes’ and Rice’s actions 
demonstrate that their primary focus was the investigation of a crime and not rendering aid. 2 ' 
Finally, Officers Rice and Hughes initial actions reflect that they were not in hot pursuit ofH 
Specifically, Officer Rice knocked on the door several times before kicking it in and Officer 
Hughes did not even attempt to enter until after Officer Rice kicked in the door. Regardless, hot 
pursuit is not applicable to this incident because Officers Rice and Hughes did not have probable 
cause to arrest Indeed, Officers Rice and Hughes did not even arrest ^^^|even after 

they gained access to the property which reflects that they recognized that they did not have 
probable cause to arrest him. 


For the above reasons, COPA recommends a finding of Sustained for allegations #1 
(kicking in the door) and #3 (searching the property) against Officer Rice. However, although 
Officer Hughes unlawfully entered and searched the property, there is no evidence that Officer 
Hughes kicked in front door. Therefore, COPA recommends a finding of Unfounded 

for allegation #1 against Officer Hughes (kicking in the door) and Sustained for allegation #3 
against Officer Hughes (searching the property). 30 


b. Officers Rice and Hughes had Articulable, Reasonable Suspicion to 
Conduct a Protective Pat Down of HHH 


Police-citizen encounters are categorized into three tiers: (1) an arrest of a citizen, which 
must be supported by probable cause; (2) a temporary investigative seizure conducted pursuant to 
Terry v. Ohio, 392 U.S. 1 (1968) and 725 ILCS 5/107-14, which must be supported by a 
reasonable, articulable suspicion of criminal activity; and (3) a consensual encounter, which does 
not implicate any Fourth Amendment interests. People v. McDonough, 239 Ill. 2d 260, 268 
( 2010 ). 


A person is seized when her freedom of movement is restrained by physical force or a show 
of authority. People v. Almond, 2015 IL 113817, Tf 57. The test is whether a reasonable person 
would conclude, in light of the totality of the circumstances, that she is not free to leave. Id. The 


29 For example, Officer Hughes stated that he picked up a pillow to search for a gun and Officer Rice and Hughes 
did not even check most of the rooms in the property for an injured person. 

30 Assuming arguendo Officer Hughes and Officer Rice entry and search of the property located at mUHI 

Hwas justified by exigent circumstances (it was not), the cursory nature of their search would demonstrate that 
they were inattentive of duty in violation of Rule 10. Specifically, Officer Rice and Hughes did not even check 
various rooms in the unit for the firearm or injured persons and did not enter the first-floor unit at all 

because a large dog was present. If Department members enter a property without a warrant or consent based on 
exigent circumstances, they certainly must then take all lawful and reasonable steps to ensure any threat is 
eliminated (e.g. thoroughly search the house for the firearm, evidence of a firearm discharge, and injured persons). 
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following factors, outlined in United States v. Mendenhall, 446 U.S. 544, 553 (1980), are 
instructive in determining whether a seizure has occurred: (1) the threatening presence of severed 
officers; (2) the display of a weapon by an officer; (3) some physical touching of the person; or (4) 
using language or tone of voice compelling the individual to comply with the officer’s requests. 
Almond, 2015 IL 113817, 57. “[T]he absence of any of the Mendenhall factors is ‘highly 

instructive’ on the issue of whether a seizure has occurred.” Id. 

A police officer many temporarily detain an individual for an investigatory stop when “the 
officer's decision is based on specific, articulable facts which warrant the investigative stop 
intrusion.” People v. Moore, 286 Ill. App. 3d 649, 653 (3d Dist. 1997) (citing Terry v. Ohio, 
392 U.S. 1, 21, (1968)); People v. Stewart, 242 III. App. 3d 599, 605 (1993)). “The police officer 
must have an ‘articulable suspicion’ that the person has committed or is about to commit a crime.” 
Moore, 286 Ill. App. 3d at 653 (citations omitted). An officer may not detain an individual based 
on mere hunches or unparticularized suspicions. Id. (citations omitted). Reasonable suspicion 
requires less than probable cause. 

Officers may not conduct a limited search for weapons during every valid investigatory 
stop. People v. Sorenson, 196 Ill. 2d 425, 433 (2001). “The officer may subject the person to a 
limited search for weapons . . . only if the officer reasonably believes that the person is armed 
and dangerous.” Id. (citation omitted). An officer’s subjective belief is not determinative, but is 
probative in determining the validity of the frisk. Id. 

The evidence demonstrates that Officers Rice and Hughes detained ^^^|and conducted 
a protective pat down. A reasonable person would not feel free to leave when an officer orders 
him to stop and points a gun at him. However, although flight was insufficient to establish 

probable cause for his arrest or for a warrantless entry into the property located at 
IHhis purported flight in combination with the ShotSpotter call from dispatch justified Officer 
Rice and Hughes conducting a brief investigatory stop and protective pat down of See, 

e.g. Illinois v. Ward low, 528 U.S. 119,123-25 (2000). Importantly, Officer Rice and Hughes 
only detained briefly and did not handcuff or place him in their police vehicle. 

Therefore, COPA recommends a finding of Exonerated for allegation #2 against Officers Rice 
and Hughes. 31 


c. There is Insufficient Evidence to Demonstrate that Officers Munoz, 
Rodriguez, Hladik, and Appelhans Failed to Correctly Identify 
Themselves 


31 COPA, unlike a criminal court, does not apply the fruit of the poisonous doctrine. COPA analyzes this allegation 
separate and distinct from the allegations that stem from Officer Rice’s and Hughes’ unlawful warrantless entry into 
the property. However, to be pellucidly clear, Officer Rice’s and Hughes’ articulable, reasonable suspicion was not 
sufficient to justify a warrantless entry into the property. See, e.g.. People v. D.W. (In re D. W.), 341 Ill. App. 3d 
517 (1st Dist. 2003). 
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Video evidence shows that yelled out from the porch, “I need all ya’lls names 

kickin’ my door in.” 32 While ^^^^^equest can be heard on the assisting officers’ BWC, COPA 
could not determine by a preponderance of the evidence that the officers in fact heard and/or 
understood the request on scene and deliberately ignored The officers further indicated 

that their information was visible on their uniform and stated that had they understood was 

asking for their information they would have provided it to Therefore, COPA recommends 

a finding of Not Sustained for allegation #1 against Officers Munoz, Rodriguez, Hladik, and 
Appelhans. 

V. CONCLUSION 

Based on the analysis set forth above, COPA makes the following findings:
